It is now an 
offence in that state for juve niles to drive 
between the hours of midnight and 5 a.m, 
State Governor Freeman has described 
this w as necessary “to protect both 
young and old from the irresponsibility of 
a small minority.”

Surely midnight 
is quite late enough for any teen-agers to 
be abroad in cars without adult super- 
vision On special occasions such as 

raduation dances it should not be too 
much to expect of parents that they 
should do the homeward driving.
